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MARINE DISASTERS CAUSED BY THE 
GALE. 


ALL ALONG THE ATLANTIC COAST. 


Vessels Go to Pieces and Their Crews Lost 
--Ocean Steamships Driven Out of 
Their Course—Bad Weather. 


Bosrox, November 27.—Captain Brown, of 
the steamer Carroll, at this port from Char- 
lottetown, N. C., reports the roughest passage 
in his ‘thirty years’ experience at sea. On the 
m., when thirty-five: miles 
from Thatcher's island, a tremendous sea 
came tumbling aboard, completely demolishing 
the pilot house and steering gear and flooding 
the forward cabin. There were seven men in 
the pilot house when the wave struck, meiud- 
ing Captain Brown and Mate Wright. Ths 
mate was swept overboard and lost. Haley, 
the lookout on deck, wa4 alsocarried away 
and drowned. Captain Brown was Knocked 
down and his head badly cut, and Purser Mc- 
Kerson, who was in the pilot house, was badly 
injured.

Lonpon, November 27.—At the sitting of 
the Parnell commission today Sergeant Gil- 
hooly, of the county of Kerry, testified con- 
cérning the outrages.

Many Colored People Present—Speeches by 


Mr. Glenn, Colonel Buck and Others 
—Mr. Walter Brown's Meeting. 


A large meeting was held in the basement of 
the courthouse last night in the interest,of the 


conservative ticket. 

There were probably three or four hundred 
people present, notwithstanding the fact that 
notice of the meeting had been given only a 
few hours before the people assembled.

We print elsewhere, as a matter of con- 
temporaneous interest, an editorial article 
from the New York Sun, headed ‘Where 
the Shoe Pinches Most.”’
